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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification, Applicants amendment filed 
February 2, 2004 presented limitations that had the optical switches and optical 
switching method in the independent claims each possessing a plurality of input ports, a 
plurality of auxiliary ports, a plurality of output ports, and a plurality of auxiliary output 
ports. The prior art of reference fails to teach this limitation connected together in a 
non-blocking optical switch as specified in the claimed invention where the connection 
of the auxiliary output ports of the first optical matrix switch is to the input ports of the 
third optical matrix switch, the connection of the output ports of the second optical 
matrix switch is to the auxiliary input ports of the third optical matrix switch, the 
connection of the output ports of the first optical matrix switch is to the auxiliary input 
ports of the fourth optical matrix switch, and the connection of the auxiliary output ports 
of the second optical matrix switch is to the input ports of the fourth optical matrix 
switch.
